Censorship's Elusive 


Question: Who Shall 


Judge These Things? 


That was tm amusing column Rel- 


man Morin of the Associated Press 
wrote at the bottom of yesterday's 
Iront page, pinch-hitting for Hal 
Boyle who's out West visiting the 
Sioux Indians and keeping a sharp 
eye on what hair he has left. 


Morin's text was the declaration 


of an upstate New York mayor that 
there ought to be intelligence tests 
for newspaper 
reporters, 
and a 


newspaper should be prohibited by 
law from hiring anyone who could- 


If 
n't pass the examination. 


Morin had a lot of fun sorting out 


old corn, discussing 
the various 


kinds of intelligence tests he him- 
self couldn't pass, and reviving the 
ancient argument 
about 
who is 


dumber—the reporter who writes 
the copy or the editor who corrects 
and revises and headlines it. 


But I was thinking, wnile pur- 


suing Morin's jocular piece, about 
the elusive nature of censorship 
and the unanswerable question it 
propounds: If the press is to be 


, patrolled and supervised who shall 


be the judge of these things? 


Government is a creature of law, 


and therefore it is fitting and prop- 
er that law associations and govern- 
ment itself shall supervise and ex- 
amine and license those who pro- 
pose to be lawyers. 


But the press is tcchinically a 


private citizen, subject to no more 
restraint than any other private 
citizen; and its main duty is to 
report what is going on in govern- 


, ment and express opinions about 


the same. 
Would you expect 
a 


government—any 
government—to 


freely license those who report on 
and critize the people in govern- 
ment? 


It won't work. Either you have 


elective government and a divor- 
ced and free press, or you have 
censorship—in which case elective 
government virtually 
disappears 


and the politicians perpetuate them- 


> 


selves and their 
friends in high 


places. 


On the humorous side of Mr. 


Morin's article yesterday, you have 
the prospect of politicians quizzing 
reporters 
instead o£ 
reporters 


quizzing 
politicians—under 
the 


fanciful 
plan of 
submitting 
the 


press to intelligence tests. 


But on the serious side it would 


mean 
censorship. And 
clothing 


government with censorship power 
is a menacing thought. Freemen 


1 fought English kings to overcome 
it and set up democratic govern 
ment. Freemen went to 
sleep in 


Argentina—this 
year—and 
have 


lost both their newspapers and the 
control of their government.

Little Rock, Aug.;7 (/I1).— The Ar 


kansas education department 
re- 


ported today that Arkansas school 
districts have spent nearly $30,- 
000,000 for school 
buildings 
and 


equipment in the last three years. 


The department' said that about 


2,000 new class rooms ore includ- 
ed. It sad that 135 physical educa- 
tion buildings and auditoriums, 48 
home economics buildings and 44 
agriculture buildings 
have 
been 


completed. Sixty-five school lulich 
rooms, 25 teacherages and 45 mis- 
cellaneous structures have been 
finished and ready for use. Twelve 
new school sties have been pur- 
chased. 


The compilation was 
contained 


in the fifth of a series' of weekly 


ews releases which the depart- 
lent started issuing' last month. 
The report said also that dis 
ics own a total of 2,800 buses, 
vhich transport 170,000 pupils, or 
lore than one-third the 
student 


opulation, each school day. 
The department said bonded s.in-

led, to a total of more than $57,-

McWilliams drowned late Salur- 


day aflernoon when a small fish- 
ing boat capsized in 55-foot water 
near the Chimney Rock area on 
the north portion of the lake. Ac- 
cording to 
unofficial 
statements, 


McWilliams with two other fisher- 
men were riding their boat in Ihe 
wake of a large cruiser. Both were 
sound for the dock to fry fish the 
whole party had caught. 


Suddenly the small boat nosed 


up and turned slowly over, spill- 
ing the three fishermen into the 
lake. Bill 
Corley of Texarkana, 


owner of Ihe cruiser, said preser- 
vers and float cushions were thrown 
to the three occupants. 


One preserver landed wilhin Iwo 


feel/of McWilliams but for some 
unexplained reason 
the 
victim 


made no grab for the preserver 
but sank under the waler, appar- 
ently without a struggle. 


The small boat was reported to 


be 100 yards in back of the cruiser 
and safely out of its wake when 
the freak accident occurred.
